“Mine is a ‘lazy-faire’ policy,^ he 
yawns. “I’m mainly interested in 
just lying around the back yard, 
playing w h iff] e-ba 11.” 

As for the immediate future, be- 
ginning June 7, Mike says, “After 
I graduate, I want to get a teach- 
ing job for' about four years to 
beat the draft. After that, who 
knows?”
